When Car- 
penter discovered that Creamer was 
robbing the firm, Creamer admitted it. 
Hesldcs stealing $20,000 of Chicago, 
Burliugton & Quincy bonds the men se- 
cured large sums on chucks from the 
Park national bank. The checks were 
not forged but simply filled in by 
Creamer who had the handling of signed 
bank checks.

THIRTY-HIE YEARS IN BUILDING. 


Salt Lake City Thronged with Via it- 


ing Saints to Witness the Laying 


ol the Capstone with the Most 


Impressive Ceremonies. 


SALT LAKE CITV, Utah, April 7,— 


Every state of Ziou and every camp of 
the world was represented at the laying 
of the capstone of the Mormon temple 
yesterday. 
Fully ao,000 saints from 


ivlthonl arc here. At 11:30 the priest- 
:iood, according* to rank, from apostles 
down to elders, filed into the tabernacle, 
and at 12 o'clock proceeded to the tem- 
?le, headed by President Woodruff. 
The presidency, consisting- of Wood- 
ruff, Canon and Smith, took position on 
the platform erected for that purpose 
and tho people ranged around. 


JlelcVs baud played Capstone march, 


ind then the tabernaele choir, consist- 
ng* of 500 well-trained voices Banff Tem- 
ple, anthem. 


'rayor aud sinking* followed, when 


President Woodruff laid the capstone by 
touching an electric button. Shouts of 
hozannab by the assembled multitude of 


i faithful, shook the temple block 
1 could be heard for a mile round. 


Tt was an enthusiastic battle shout, and 
<he multitude swayed with excitement. 
So such experience was known in the 
Christian world since the crusade. 


The hymn "The Spirit of Ood, Like a 


Fire, is Burning1," was started by the 
band aud choir and the multitude fell 
n until the grand chorus resounded 
through the air iu majestic swell. The 
ode ' IJail the Glorious Day," was next 
rendered. 


Addresses were delivered full of re- 


ligious power, promising fulfillment 
of God's word to Prophet Smith, that 
saints will redeem the world so Christ 
might come and roigu on earth. 


Just thirty-nine years ago yesterday 


the corner-stone of this unique struc- 
ture, standing alone among American 
religious institutions, was laid, amid 
the most impressive ceremonies. The 
inscription in golden letters set into 
smooth stone tells the story in brief. It 
is as follows: 


Holiness to tho Lord. 


Tho House of* the Lord; Built by the Church 


of Chrlwt of Lattor Day Saints. 


Oommoncpcl April 6.185H; Completed—. 
The temple block was the first piece 


of ground laid out in tho settlement of 
Salt Lake City. 


For many years the rock usetl in 


building the temple was handled from 


i Littlo Cottonwood canon quarries, 


liauled by ox teams, and in this way it 
frequently took four days to bring u 
single rock frum tho quarry to the tem- 
ple block. The- invasion of Johnston's 
army in 1857, called the Mormon \\nr, 
and many other iucidents retarded the 
work, which has practically been done 
in the last fifteen years. 


While the building has been under 


the supervision of several architects, 
the designer, in fact, was Urigham 


\iiig him^t-lf. Except for raiding tho 


towor several courses of stone, doing; 
away with the weather vanes and plac- 
ing the brony.c (figure of Gabriel where 
it now stands, tho outside design of the 
building is very little changed from the 
original, The 
interior, however, is 


almost entirely changed.

"It is the first time the sanctity 
of my home has been invaded, and I feel 
it deeply. I will say nothing about my 
•wife further than that she is a gentle- 
woman and incapable of being a scan- 
dal-monger. She is out of this affair, 
now, 
and whatever comes up will be at- 


tended to by me. Of course, I won't 
fight n duel if Col. Skinner challenges 
me. 1 have fought all the duels I in- 
tend to. 1 want to say that Mrs. Wise 
never said anything 
against 
Miss 


Green." 


In reference to the charge that Miss 


Green, who is living at the New York 
hotel, was not invited to the dancing 
class of the exclusive set of southern 
society because Mrs. Wise had said un- 
pleasant things about her, Mr. Wise 
enid: 


"If the young woman was counted 


out, it was simply becatise some mem- 
bers of the class objected to her, a 
privilege which you or I would demand 
under like circumstances."

morning that he was surprised that the 
story had come out. "I thought it was 
all settled."

any of the marks. This theory the de- 
tense attempted to support by the sup- 
plemental theory that some one peddling 
Uepnblicnn tickets about the polls tbal 
day imposed upon these eighteen voters 
tickets on which Davidson's name was 
marked, and that tbey voted them with- 
out observiug the marks. This man the 
defense attempted to show was one John 
Wonaoott, who is now dead; but this 
supplemental theory was as untenable as 
the theory that Borne cne broke into the 
ballot-box and changed the tioketa after 
they bad beeu counted, locked np and 
Inid away, for eight or ten men at once 
came forward and testified that they had 
gotten the tickets they voted horn John 
Wonacottand they were oleao tickets. 
The ticket Wonaoott himself voted woe 
produced and it WBS a straight ticket. 
Then there was the fnot that not a single 
one ot the eighteen men whose tickets 
were fraudulently marked got bis tioktt 
from John Wounoott. 


This l*ft the defense with the theory 


that Hunter did nit take in all the bal- 
lots in qnfslion, as the only metns of 
ortuting a reasonable doubt, and left the 
theory to stand solely on the ground 
that the figures 804 and 806 on the baciu 
of tho tickets voted about C o'clock p m. 
by Mr. Bruwer and Wm. Maden were 
not made by 
Hunter. 
They claimed 


they were made by Whitehonee and that 
lie WHS noting as receiving judge at the 
time, e,nd thnt Hunter was at supper. 
Bnt anfortnnately for Mr. Hunter, there 
came into the case B lot of figures made 
by Hiber, \Vhltehonse; and Hunter, each 
ot whom had received tickets, and these 
figures show beyond a doubt that Hun- 
ter made the figures on the Brewer and 
Maden tickets. The figures, a* Attorney 
Ewing correctly stated, "tell B story tbat 
cannot be contradicted." ID addition lo 
this the evidence show*d that Banter I 


bad discovered that the two Madens sod 
Brewer were in posntssion ot Republican 
tickets and were determined to vote 
them. The ballot* allow a maik got on 
Davidson's name on two of these ticket* 
before they got into

There can never be a reasonable doubt 
created in the mind of man, on the basis

on Election Day. 


The judge* and clerks at the late town- 


ship election in Decatur, where the kan- 
garoo ballot, under the Australian sys- 
tem, was first used by the voters, tell re- 
markable stories as to queer ways some 
ot the electors adopted in voting.

He con- 
fessed that he simply folded it and forked 
t over to the judge and got out of the 
dilemma OB beet be could. '•! just didn't 
know what to do with it," he said, and 
consequently there was at least one blank 
vote in that district. 


In another quarter of the district a 


colored man was extremely anxious to 
vote against a certain candidate.

got his ticket, but he did not know what 
o do with it; he wanted help to mark it, 
but when the colored man said with em- 
phasis that he could read and write, un- 
der the law be could not be given help, 
Che voter went into the booth and fixed 
lis ballot, aud saw that it was put into 
he box. Then he swaggered oft to his 
riends, 100 feet away, and told them in a 
xjnatful way that he had fixed his man; 
le had just put a cross m the square at 
ihe left of his name, and had made no 
other mark. When the voter was made 
;o realize that ha had voted for the man 
le was so anxious to down, the air was 
>lue with profanity and the voter made a 
nn for the polling place to see if he 
could not have the mark taken off. It 
was no go. The ballot was properly 
oounted as marked. Next time that 
colored voter will go to niglit school 
jetore election day and get posted. 
3ven now he is seeking information.

A mOMPT VEMDICT. 


The jury was given the oaee nt 9:25 


last night, and retired with all the docu- 
ments submitted in evidence to the jury 
room, with D'oromnn Elliott in obnrge of 
tho instructions, marked ballots, the box 
and all papers. Without delay the jury 
prooeeded to business in the jury rouru. 
They first read over every line of the 
infractions given by the court, page by 
page, and shortly before one o'clock a 
vote was taken on tho guilt or innocence 
of Hunter. The ballot was counted and 
it was found to be unanimous on the 
question ot gnilt. There was no other 
ballot taken. Thb three counts men- 
tioned above were thrown aside, and all 
agreed that Hunter was guilty on the 15 
counts. 
During the entire trial and 


while making up the verdict 
there 


was not a word of talk on politics 
a'moDg the jury men. They might have 
thought of Hunter as n Democrat, but 
they did not disanss the political phases 
of the case nt any time. 
The jurymen 


were made op ot seven Republicans and 
five Democrats, as follows: W. B. Elli- 
ott, foreman; E. B. Smith, Levi Cross, B. 
F. Miller, Marshall Wallace, William 
Pettyjohn, F. Benton, D. L. Vigns, W. E. 

Pluck 
and Ben L. Honenstine, AH are mar- 
ried men except one. The jurymen wore 
confined for two weeks, two members for 
sixteen days.

Attor- 
neys Johns and Buckingham fallowed 
for Hunter, and they covered tue whole 
oacw in the intereat of the defendant 
Iu no Ofcss hav« either Buckingham or 
Johns ever walked birder to eave a man 
from conviction, and in their addresses 
bath made tho strongest nppeals possibl 
to make unler tho ^circumstances. Mr 
Buckingham in his talk got in tho fact 
that Hunter had bran elected collector 
in Mt. Zion township on Tnpedny byn 
majority of 10, but he failed to inform 
the jury how the election of Hunter wns 
accomplished.

court room was 


crowded at night when State's Attorney 
Mills made the cloeing argument. lie 
made a careful review of the testimony 
on both sides, paying special attention to 
the Brewer and Maden ballots, and also 
referred to the poss'ble gnilt of other 
Mt. Zion people in th« fraud. The ad- 
dress was one of the most elleotive ond 
powerful Mr. Mills bus ever delivered in 
any criminal prosecution, and the result 
in this celebrated case ia another triumph 
for his skill and pec ma, us well as that 
of his associate, Mr. Ewing.
